Introduces 1999/2000 Budaget__ 


At the June 7 Huron School 
District Board meeting, the 
budget for the upcoming 
school year was introduced to 
the board members. It is antic- 
ipated the new budget will call 
for revenues in the amount of 
$15,384,086 with an anticipat- 
ed expenditure of $15,469,246. 
This would create a fund def- 
icit for the year in the amount 
of $85,160. This would be off- 
set by the current fund balance 


of over $700,000. Of course, 
these figures are only estimates 
and are subject to change. 
Carol Miles of school ad- 
ministration presented a “over- 
head” display of information 
for the benefit of the board and 
the audience who were present 
for the regular meeting as well 
as the hearing for the budget. 
Her presentation included the 
adding of 7.5 new _ instruc- 
tion/administration staff for the

coming year. There will be 4.5 
new elementary positions, one 
high school position, 1.5 new 
positions in the library, and 1/2 
administrative position created 
for the added Kindergarten 
Center at the building that pre- 
viously housed the Sunnyside 


program. 

The new budget anticipated 
a three-percent increase in 
salaries which are contractual 
in nature. She anticipated the 
health insurance package 
would increase eight-percent. 

She concluded her remarks 


by indicating the total levy 
would be 17.85 mills for gen- 
eral fund and three mills for 
debt fund. This came to a total 
of 20.85 which is lower than 
the current year’s levy of 
21.08. This is due to the Headlee 
rollback. — by Larry O’Kelley

the program did not express 
any desire to take over the 
responsibility of a Senior 
Director.
